Elmer Gertz, Ruby's attorney in Chica^jo, pointed cut to Capitol 
that Jack's desire was for the world to know directly the facts 
concerning his participation and involvement. 

Gertz felt that Ruby had been misquoted many times, and that 
many cf the statements that were attributed to him had been obtained 
second-hand. He believed that if the public could hear Huey’s ov/n 
voice there could be no question that he had directly communicated 
the facts as he remembered them. It v/as obvious because cf his 
rapidly deteriorating* health, that a press conference could not be 
held in which all members cf the press would be admitted. Capitol 
Records was then chosen to make a recording. Besides placing it 
within the album it was producing, it was agreed that the recording 
would be available to any member of the news-media, State or Government 
^ agencies upon request .
